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FOREWORD:  OUR  FOREIGN 
STUDENT  POPULATION 


THIS  year,  in  American  institutions  of  higher  education,  there  are 
over  30,000  students  from  abroad.  These  students  come  from 
all  over  the  world,  and  although  they  constitute  only  one  per 
cent  of  our  total  college  enrollment,  they  play  an  important  part  in 
American  educational  life. 

Education  For  One  World  reports  the  findings  of  IIE’s  1951-52  census 
of  foreign  students  in  American  colleges  and  universities.  It  is  an 
accounting  of  where  they  come  from,  where  and  what  they  are  studying, 
and  how  they  are  supported  financially. 
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It  is  an  account  too  of  the  foreign  student’s  role  in  American  education 
and  in  our  cultural  relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Over  the  past  thirty-two  years  the  Institute  of  International  Education 
has  worked,  together  with  government  and  other  private  agencies,  to 
stimulate  the  exchange  of  students  between  the  United  States  and  other 
countries  as  a  means  of  promoting  international  cooperation  and  under¬ 
standing.  Today,  when  the  need  to  strengthen  America’s  bonds  with 
other  nations  is  greater  than  ever,  IIE  is  expanding  its  exchange  pro¬ 
grams  for  students,  both  American  and  foreign,  for  professors,  and 
specialists  of  all  kinds. 

In  1951,  through  various  scholarship  programs,  IIE  helped  bring 
approximately  3,000  college  students  —  or  one  tenth  of  our  total 
foreign  student  population  —  to  the  United  States. 

TAKING  THE  CENSUS 

This  census  has  been  a  cooperative  venture.  It  was  conducted  jointly  by 
the  Institute  and  the  Committee  on  Friendly  Relations  Among  Foreign 
Students,  and  involved  surveying  some  2,400  educational  institutions 
around  the  country.  Tabulated  by  the  International  Business  Machines 
Corporation,  which  generously  contributed  its  services,  the  returns  are 
presented  in  this  booklet.  The  Committee  publishes  a  separate  report 
entitled  Unofficial  Ambassadors . 

Without  the  willing  cooperation  of  colleges  and  universities  all  over 
the  country  it  would  not  have  been  possible  to  compile  the  information 
in  Education  For  One  World.  The  Institute  wishes  to  express  its 
sincere  appreciation  for  what  was  a  burden  on  the  many  colleges  with 
large  numbers  of  foreign  students.

THE  RESULTS  IN  BRIEF 

When  considered  in  the  light  of  present  world  conditions,  the  results 
of  this  census  are  particularly  significant.  Despite  a  continuing  crisis 
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in  international  relations  and  dollar  shortages  in  most  countries,  there 
are  more  foreign  students  in  our  colleges  and  universities  than  ever 
before.  This  year’s  survey  reports  30,462  students  while  last  year 
29,813  were  reported.  If  the  probable  number  of  students  in  institu¬ 
tions  not  reporting  is  added,  the  total  comes  to  well  over  31,000. 

Here  are  some  of  the  statistical  findings.  Out  of  the  30,462  students, 
23,293  are  men  and  7,169  women.  Their  ages  range  from  13  to  66 
with  64%  between  the  ages  of  19  and  29.  They  come  from  126 
countries,  and  are  studying  a  range  of  over  50  subjects.  They  are 
enrolled  in  1,354  institutions  covering  forty-eight  states  and  the  U.S. 
Territories.  Although  complete  information  on  the  sources  of  financial 
support  for  all  students  is  not  available,  we  do  know  that  about  40% 
receive  some  kind  of  scholarship  aid. 


WHY  DO  STUDENTS  COME  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES? 

It  is  a  great  credit  to  American  colleges  and  universities  that  such  an 
impressive  number  of  students  are  drawn  here  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  for  advanced  study.  Why  is  it  that  the  United  States  is  attracting 
a  greater  number  of  students  every  year?  The  answers  are  many,  but 
there  is  one  underlying  reason.  Today,  the  United  States  offers  training 
in  specific  fields  which  are  more  fully  developed  in  this  country  or 
not  offered  at  all  in  foreign  universities  because  of  damages  and  losses 
suffered  by  universities  during  World  War  II.  These  fields  are  discussed 
in  chapter  three  of  this  booklet,  “What  Are  They  Studying ?” 

In  former  years,  few  students  from  abroad  came  to  the  United  States, 
but  many  Americans  went  to  Europe,  especially  for  study  in  such  fields 
as  Medicine,  Chemistry,  Music,  and  Art.  Gradually  the  balance  of  this 
exchange  has  been  reversed,  partly  because  of  damages  to  European 
universities  during  the  war  and  partly  because  American  institutions 
of  higher  education  have  grown  in  academic  stature  over  the  last 
twenty  years  or  so. 

Added  to  this,  is  the  prominent  place  of  the  United  States  in  world 
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affairs.  Students  today,  as  at  no  time  in  the  past,  report  a  desire  to 
“get  to  know  the  United  States.”  For  this  reason  alone  many  students 
come  here  who  would  previously  have  gone  to  another  country. 


AMERICAN  COLLEGES  BENEFIT 

The  United  States  has  always  been,  and  still  is,  dependent  on  outside 
influences  for  much  of  its  culture  and  many  of  its  scientific  and  technical 
advances.  Our  cultural  heritage  comes  largely  from  other  parts  of  the 
world  —  from  Western  Europe,  from  Rome,  from  Greece,  and  the 
Near  East.  This  means  that  we  are  tied  very  closely  to  other  countries, 
and  the  presence  of  foreign  students  on  our  campuses  is  one  of  the 
bonds  which  links  us  to  them.  Foreign  students  contribute  to  the  vital 
exchange  of  ideas  and  they  arouse  awareness  of  foreign  affairs  and 
the  problems  of  other  nations  among  American  students. 


FOREIGN  STUDENTS  AND  WORLD  AFFAIRS 

Perhaps  the  closest  link  between  student  exchange  and  international 
relations  is  the  creation  of  understanding  through  personal  contact. 
Friendships  across  international  boundaries  develop  through  student 
exchange  (we  must  not  forget  that  thousands  of  American  students  in 
full  or  part-time  study  around  the  world  contribute  to  this  process  too), 
and  these  friendships  can  help  form  the  basis  for  international  nego¬ 
tiations  with  mutual  respect  and  confidence.  They  help  clear  the  way 
for  cooperation  on  common  industrial  and  business  projects  as  well. 
Students  also  receive  training  which  has  a  direct  bearing  on  interna¬ 
tional  relations.  Some  of  the  training  they  receive  in  Engineering, 
Agriculture,  and  Medicine  augments  such  programs  as  the  Point  Four 
program  and  various  Unesco  projects  for  technically  underdeveloped 
areas.  Because  of  the  recognized  need  for  trained  leaders  in  many 
fields,  the  United  Nations,  the  United  States  Government,  the  Institute 
of  International  Education  and  other  private  agencies  will  make  an 
increasing  effort  to  bring  students  to  the  United  States  for  training  in 
fields  which  will  directly  benefit  the  social,  economic,  and  cultural 
growth  of  the  countries  from  which  they  come. 
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CHALLENGE  TO  THE  AMERICAN  COMMUNITY 


Implicit  in  all  this  there  is  a  challenge  to  Americans.  A  letter,  which 
came  to  the  Institute  recently,  shows  how  people  all  over  the  country 
are  becoming  conscious  of  the  importance  of  foreign  students.  It  comes 
from  a  woman  in  Portland,  Indiana,  and  reads: 

. . .  A  little  over  a  week  ago  our  son,  who  is  a  Freshman  at  Earl- 
ham  College,  Richmond,  Indiana,  came  home  for  Christmas 
vacation,  bringing  Masao,  really  Masao  Kinjo,  Ryukyuan  student 
from  Okinawa,  an  exchange  student  at  the  College.  For  a  week 
we  had  the  opportunity  to  hear  of  his  home,  his  customs,  his 
religion,  and  his  searching  desire  to  understand  the  democratic 
way  of  life  and  its  intricate,  conflicting  manifestations. 

The  friends  who  came  and  went  in  our  home  during  his  visit  were 
awed  by  his  keen  observations  and  his  diplomatic  answers  to  their 
difficult  questions.  Our  eyes  were  opened  to  many  facets  of  world 
relationships  which  before  were  only  so  many  words  in  a  book 
or  magazine. 

Please  let  me  know  if  my  letter  does  strike  a  chord  in  the  expand¬ 
ing  program  of  IIE.  We  should  so  much  like  to  help. 

By  extending  hospitality  of  this  kind,  and  in  many  other  ways,  com¬ 
munities  can  play  a  decisive  part  in  providing  students  from  abroad 
with  rewarding  experiences.  At  a  time  when  America’s  relations  with 
the  rest  of  the  world  are  under  great  pressure,  this  is  one  thing  everyone 
can  do  to  help  build  good  relations  with  other  peoples. 


The  Institute  of  International  Education  is  more  than  ever  firm  in  its 
belief  that  there  is  hope  for  the  future  in  these  young  people  who  are 
gaining  valuable  experience  in  international  living.

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WHERE  DO  THEY  COME  FROM? 


THE  foreign  students  on  American  college  campuses  come  from  126  countries 
of  the  world,  five  more  than  last  year.  They  represent  our  nearest  neighbors, 
Canada  and  the  Latin  American  countries,  all  the  nations  of  Europe,  and  most 
of  Africa  and  Asia.  Included,  however,  in  this  126  countries,  (a  greater  number 
than  is  represented  by  the  United  Nations)  are  colonies,  protectorates,  and 
non-self-governing  territories. 


The  ten  leading  countries  remain  more  or  less  the  same  this  year  as  last.  Canada, 
as  usual,  heads  the  list  with  4,232  students.  China  comes  second,  as  last  year, 
with  2,960.  Germany,  which  jumped  from  seventh  to  third  place  last  year,  stays 
in  the  same  place  with  1,236  students.  Then  comes  Mexico  (1,185),  displacing 
India  in  fourth  place.  Japan  (1,150),  India  (1,138),  Colombia  (953),  the 
Philippine  Islands  (896),  Iran  (876),  and  Israel  (786)  follow,  in  descending 
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order  of  rank.  The  table  on  pages  45-46  gives  a  comparative  breakdown  of  the 
numbers  of  students  from  69  countries  back  to  1923. 


HISTORICALLY  SPEAKING 

Traditionally,  students  from  certain  countries  have  come  to  the  United  States 
in  large  numbers.  For  example,  Canada,  Mexico,  and  the  South  American 
countries  have  been  generously  represented  in  American  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties.  Students  from  the  Western  Hemisphere  have  always  accounted  for  about  a 
third  of  all  foreign  students.  This  is,  of  course,  explained  by  proximity  to  the 
United  States,  and  in  the  case  of  Canada,  there  is  also  the  lack  of  language 
barrier,  which  means  that  Canada  will  invariably  send  more  students  than 
any  other  country  to  the  United  States.  The  flow  of  students  from  Central  and 
South  America  has  been  consistently  great  and  has  been  given  further  impetus 
by  the  Good  Neighbor  Policy  which  has  encouraged  students  to  come  here  and 
encouraged  American  colleges  to  give  them  scholarships. 


It  has  long  been  a  tradition  for  Chinese  students  to  come  to  the  United  States. 
The  explanation  for  this  is  that  fifty  years  ago  Boxer  Rebellion  indemnity  funds 
were  applied  by  the  United  States  Government  to  scholarships  for  Chinese 
students.  Most  of  the  2,960  counted  in  this  census  are  students  who  have  been 
here  for  two  or  three  years  and  have  not  been  able  to  return  to  their  homeland 
because  of  the  war.  Very  few  students  have  come  to  this  country  in  the  last 
year  or  two  from  China,  and  those  who  have  are  from  Formosa,  Hong  Kong,  or 
other  places  outside  the  Chinese  mainland. 


THE  PATTERN  CHANGES 

For  a  variety  of  reasons  there  have  been  considerable  shifts  during  the  last 
fifteen  years  or  so  in  the  comparative  representation  of  foreign  students  from 
each  of  the  five  principal  areas  of  the  world  —  Canada,  Latin  America,  Europe, 
Africa,  and  Asia  and  the  Near  East.  (See  pages  24-25  for  a  map  showing  the 
“Flow  of  Students  to  the  United  States.”)  These  changes  have  resulted  primarily 
from  restrictions  on  travel  imposed  by  wars,  monetary  exchange  barriers,  the 
difficulty  of  maintaining  a  free  exchange  of  students  with  “Iron  Curtain”  coun¬ 
tries,  and  the  growing  interest  of  Far  Eastern,  Near  Eastern,  and  African  nations 
in  sending  students  to  the  United  States  for  training  in  certain  fields. 


The  following  table,  giving  the  comparative  rank  and  total  number  of  students 
for  each  of  the  five  areas,  shows  how  representation  has  fluctuated  since  1936.

to  the  United  States  with  three  exceptions  in  1944  when  the  numbers  from 
Canada,  Asia,  and  Africa  dropped.  World  War  II,  of  course,  explains  any 
decreases  at  that  time.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  Latin  America  which 
ranked  first  in  proportional  representation  during  the  war,  has  since  dropped  to 
third  place  with  the  growth  in  numbers  of  students  from  other  areas.  Asia  and 
the  Near  East  have  been  consistently  first  except  for  1944.  Formerly  the  majority 
of  students  from  this  area  came  from  China,  but  today  all  the  countries  of  Asia 
are  represented.  We  see  too  that  Africa  has  always  come  last,  and  that  over  the 
years  Canada  has  dropped  to  fourth  place.  Europe,  on  the  other  hand,  having 
fluctuated  between  third  and  fourth  places  in  past  years,  now  stands  second. 


REFUGEES  AND  DISPLACED  PERSONS 

This  census  includes  all  students  from  abroad  who  intend  to  return  to  their  home 
countries  at  the  end  of  their  studies  in  the  United  States.  Students  who  have 
Displaced  Persons  status  or  have  taken  out  first  U.S.  citizenship  papers  are  not 
included.  Page  14,  however,  shows  1,001  students  from  nine  “Iron  Curtain'* 
countries,  and  Albania  and  Yugoslavia.  Most  of  these  students  presumably  will 
not  return  to  their  home  countries  under  totalitarian  rule,  but  since  they  have 
not  taken  out  citizenship  papers  or  been  classified  as  Displaced  Persons,  they 
are  counted  in  this  census. 


U.S.  GOVERNMENT  PROGRAMS  FOR  THE 
OCCUPIED  COUNTRIES 

Programs  for  the  re-education  of  young  people  from  Germany,  Austria,  Japan, 
and  the  Ryukyuan  Islands  account  for  the  large  numbers  of  students  from  these 
countries.  Under  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  the  Department  of  State, 
students  long  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  world  are  being  given  a  chance  to 
study  in  the  United  States  and  to  see  American  democracy  at  first  hand.  These 
programs  alone  account  for  the  fact  that  Germany  ranks  third  among  the 
leading  countries  and  that  Japan  ranks  fifth,  having  been  tenth  last  year  and 
twenty-second  the  year  before.

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WHERE  ARE  THEY  STUDYING? 


A  GLANCE  at  the  back  cover  of  this  booklet  will  show  the  distribution  of 
'  '  America’s  foreign  student  population.  Every  state  and  all  the  U.S.  terri¬ 

tories  play  host  to  students  from  abroad,  and  interestingly  enough  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  foreign  students  corresponds  roughly  to  the  over-all  population  of  the 
United  States.  The  ten  states  with  the  most  foreign  students  are  also  the  states 
with  the  largest  populations.  This  means  that  foreign  students,  though  they  are 
concentrated  in  New  York  and  California,  for  example,  are  spread  fairly  evenly 
throughout  the  population  of  the  United  States. 


Not  only  are  students  from  abroad  distributed  throughout  the  forty-eight  states, 
they  are  enrolled  in  a  great  number  of  institutions,  both  large  and  small.  See 
pages  33-44  for  a  complete  list  of  colleges,  universities,  and  other  institutions 
of  higher  education  and  their  foreign  student  enrollments.  In  past  years,  students 
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from  abroad  attended  primarily  the  large,  well-known  Eastern  colleges  and 
universities.  Over  the  past  few  years,  however,  this  situation  has  changed,  and 
students  are  coming  to  every  kind  of  institution  all  over  the  country.  The  larger 
universities,  liberal  arts  colleges,  art  schools,  music  schools,  schools  of  engineer¬ 
ing,  theological  seminaries,  medical  schools,  schools  of  aeronautics,  radio 
technology,  and  many  others  today  count  students  from  abroad.

SCHOOLS  REPORTING  IN  THE  CENSUS 

In  taking  this  census,  2,464  institutions  of  higher  education  were  polled.  The 
list  of  institutions  was  compiled  from  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education’s  Educational 
Directory  and  the  Attorney  General’s  approved  list.  Some  of  the  institutions  do 
not  have  Government  sanction  to  take  students  on  Student  4(e)  Visas  but  they 
have  been  included  in  this  survey  in  order  to  make  it  as  complete  a  picture  as 
possible  of  how  many  students  from  abroad  are  in  the  United  States  and  where 
they  are.  , 


Completed  questionnaire  forms  were  received  from  1,354  institutions  having  one 
or  more  foreign  students;  766  institutions  reported  no  foreign  student  enroll¬ 
ment;  and  344  schools  failed  to  respond  to  the  request  for  information  or  replied 
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too  late  to  be  included.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  i  roughly  1,000  foreign1 
students  in  institutions  not  reporting  which  brings  the  total  number  of  students 
well  over  31,000.  The  table  on  pages  33-44  gives  a  complete  list  of  institutions 
with  foreign  students.

CONTACT  WITH  AMERICANS 

The  fact  that  foreign  students  are  spread  out  over  the  whole  country  is  important 
when  one  considers  the  beneficial  effects  of  having  students  from  abroad  in  the 
United  States.  This  means  that  students  from  other  countries  come  into  contact 
with  all  aspects  of  American  life.  The  benefits  derived  from  this  work  two  ways. 
Foreign  students  bring  an  awareness  of  foreign  affairs  to  all  parts  of  the  country, 
and  when  they  return  to  their  home  countries  will  take  with  them  accurate 
information  on  the  United  States.  Students  come  to  recognize,  among  other 
things,  that  there  are  regional  differences  in  the  United  States  and  that  America 
is  a  complex  country.  The  recognition  of  differences  within  the  United  States 

i  * 

helps  to  dispel  the  many  false  ideas  prevalent  abroad.  As  one  Austrian  student 
at  Bowdoin  College  in  Maine  wrote: 

.  .  .The  questions  of  U.S.  get  more  complex  for  me  the  more  I 
study  them.  I  was  particularly  surprised  by  the  strength  of  the 
middle  class ,  the  importance  of  the  family ,  the  power  of  the 
churches  and  the  freshness  and  inexhaustible  resources  of  this 
country.  I  am  working  out  a  detailed  plan  how  to  overcome  the 
appalling  lack  of  academic  knowledge  about  U.S.  in  Europe  and 
to  improve  the  relations  between  these  two  continents  on  a  neutral 
basis. 

Since  meeting  with  people  of  other  nations  face  to  face  is  one  of  the  most 
effective  ways  of  learning  about  foreign  peoples,  students  have  an  impact  on 
American  communities.  By  participating  in  classroom  discussion,  by  giving 
talks  to  fellow  students  and  community  groups,  by  writing  articles,  and  speaking 
on  the  radio,  they  bring  a  fresh  viewpoint  to  thousands  of  Americans. 
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TWENTY-FIVE  INSTITUTIONS  HAVING  THE 
LARGEST  FOREIGN  STUDENT  ENROLLMENT 
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WHAT  ARE  THEY  STUDYING? 


ALTHOUGH  84%  of  all  foreign  students  are  enrolled  in  ten  major  fields, 
there  are  students  from  abroad  in  literally  every  field  of  study  offered  by 
American  colleges  and  universities.  Engineering,  as  it  lias  been  in  the  past,  is 
still  the  dominant  field  with  17.9%  taking  courses  in  its  various  branches,  but 
there  are  almost  as  many  in  the  Social  Sciences  and  Liberal  Arts.  There  is  no 
excessive  concentration  of  foreign  students  in  any  one  field  of  study  which 
shows  that  American  institutions  of  higher  education  have  earned  a  worldwide 
reputation  for  high  standards  in  all  fields. 


Furthermore,  the  reports  from  thousands  of  students  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Institute  of  International  Education  show  that  by  and  large  students  are  satisfied 
with  the  work  which  they  take  in  the  United  States.  Whatever  their  reasons 
for  coming  here,  whether  primarily  for  practical  professional  reasons  or  foi 
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the  intangible  benefits  of  “learning  more  about  the  United  States,”  students 
apparently  achieve  the  purposes  for  which  they  come. 


MAJOR  FIELDS 

The  ten  fields  of  study,  drawing  the  largest  numbers  of  students  as  shown  by 
the  table  on  pages  26-27,  are  these:  Engineering  (5,474  students) ,  Social  Sciences 
(3,985),  Liberal  Arts  (3,773),  Medical  Sciences  (2,751),  Physical  Sciences 
(2,335),  Business  Studies  (2,133),  Religion  (1,748)  Education  (1,371), 
Agriculture  (1,072),  and  Fine  Arts  (1,068).  •  • '  -  ■ 

Within  these  fields,  which  remain  fairly  constant  over  the  years,  there  have 
been  significant  changes  in  ranking  order.  This  year  the  Social  Sciences  come 
to  second  place  with  Liberal  Arts  dropping  from  second  to  third.  The  order  of 
preference  has  changed  considerably  since  1949-50  when  Medicine  came  second, 
with  Social  Sciences,  Business,  the  Physical  Sciences,  Liberal  Arts,  Education, 
Theology,  Fine  Arts,  and  Agriculture  following.  Since  then  the  Liberal  Arts 
have  come  from  sixth  place  to  third;  Agriculture  and  Fine  Arts  have  changed 
places;  and  Business  has  dropped  from  fourth  to  sixth  place. 

Religion  was  eighth  in  1949  and  is  seventh  this  year.  The  fact  that  religion  (a 
much  narrower  category  than  any  of  the  others)  is  among  the  ten  top  ranking 
fields  of  study  is  interesting  in  itself.  The  many  theological  schools  listed  in 
the  Appendix  of  this  pamphlet  have  students  enrolled  from  all  over  the  world. 
Canada  and  Mexico  between  them  account  for  883  of  the  1,371  theological 
students,  and  for  Mexico,  Religion  is  the  top  ranking  subject.  For  Canada  it  is 
second  only  to  Engineering. 


NATIONAL  NEEDS  AND  TRAINING  IN  THE  U.S. 

Study  of  the  table  on  page  20  reveals  a  striking  correlation  between  the  clearly 
expressed  social  and  economic  needs  of  certain  countries  and  the  numbers  of 
students  studying  in  various  fields  in  the  United  States.  Many  nations  today  — 
India,  Burma,  Iraq,  and  Egypt  among  them  —  are  making  an  all-out  effort  to 
build  up  their  economies,  and  in  order  to  train  experts  in  many  fields  are  pro¬ 
viding  scholarships  for  students  to  come  to  this  country.  As  a  reflection  of  this 
we  find  that  there  are  352  students  from  India  studying  Engineering  and  only  12 
in  the  Fine  Arts. 

From  Israel  there  are  245  in  Engineering  and  in  the  second  largest  field,  the 
Social  Sciences,  only  102.  There  are  208  students  from  Turkey  in  Engineering 
and  in  the  second  ranking  field  35. 
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Despite  these  evidences  that  students  are  taking  training  which  will  contribute 
directly  to  the  needs  of  their  home  countries,  there  is  a  negative  side  of  the 
picture.  For  example,  we  find  that  war  devastated  Korea  has  only  26  students 
in  Engineering  which  ranks  fourth  after  the  Social  Sciences,  Liberal  Arts,  and 
Religion;  that  there  are  only  17  medical  students;  and  1  student  of  Agriculture. 
Other  examples  of  this  kind  may  also  be  found. 

RE-EDUCATION  FOR  OCCUPIED  COUNTRIES 

One  of  the  factors  which  has  contributed  to  the  growing  numbers  of  students 
in  the  Social  Sciences  and  Liberal  Arts  is  the  United  States  Government  pro¬ 
grams  for  over  2,000  students  from  Germany,  Japan,  Austria  and  the  Ryukyu 
Islands.  The  majority  of  these  students  are  in  the  Social  Sciences  and  Liberal 
Arts,  because  it  is  felt  that  training  in  these  fields  will  contribute  most  success¬ 
fully  to  reorientation.  Students  with  leadership  qualities  in  Education,  Journal¬ 
ism,  Political  Science,  and  Psychology,  for  example,  are  chosen  in  preference 
to  students  in  the  Sciences.

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HOW  ARE  THEY  SUPPORTED? 


"HE  30,462  students  from  abroad  in  the  United  States  constitute  an  investment 
of  over  $75,000,000  if  the  average  cost  of  tuition,  room  and  board,  travel, 
and  other  expenses  is  taken  to  be  $2,500.  With  restrictions  on  the  amount  of  cur. 
rency  which  may  be  taken  out  of  many  countries  or  exchanged  for  dollars, 
with  the  high  cost  of  living  in  the  United  States,  and  the  unfavorable  rate 
of  exchange  in  most  countries,  what  ;  re  the  sources  for  this  large  outlay  of 
money? 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  complete  answer  to  this  question,  since  information 
was  not  given  on  the  financial  support  of  7,191  students.  This  census  depends 
on  information  which  the  individual  institutions  have  available  or  easily 
accessible,  and  since  many  colleges  have  no  records  of  this  information,  returns 
are  less  complete  than  in  other  categories  of  information. 
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SELF-SUPPORTING  STUDENTS 


From  studying  the  table  on  the  following  page  we  see  that  11,364  students  are 
entirely  supported  by  their  own  or  family  resources.  In  addition  to  this,  2,283 
students  are  partially  self-supporting  and  partially  dependent  on  other  sources. 
Considering  the  restrictions  and  obstacles  mentioned  above,  this  is  a  very  high 
number.  The  family  sacrifices  involved  in  sending  students  to  the  United 
States  is  a  tribute  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  education  in  this  country  is  held 
all  over  the  world.

GOVERNMENT  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  results  of  this  year’s  census  show  that  2,635  students  receive  either  full 
or  partial  support  from  the  American  government.  This  is  not,  however,  an 
accurate  count  of  some  4,000  students  which  we  know  to  be  receiving  U.S. 
Government  support.  The  numbers  of  students  benefiting  from  U.S.  Govern¬ 
ment  aid  in  various  ways,  either  on  full  scholarships,  partial  scholarships,  or 
travel  expenses,  has  increased  steadily  in  the  last  few  years.  Students  receive 
financial  aid  through  programs  such  as  the  emergency  aid  for  Chinese  students 
stranded  in  this  country,  programs  for  students  from  the  Occupied  Countries, 
the  Educational  Exchange  Act,  the  Fulbright  Act,  and  funds  allocated  from 
the  Finnish  War  Debt  for  Finnish  students.  The  Institute  of  International 
Education  cooperates  with  the  Department  of  State  in  selecting  students  for 
all  of  these  programs  except  Chinese  Student  aid. 

Home  government  aid  also  accounts  for  the  partial  or  complete  support  of 
1,045  students.  Often  it  takes  the  form  of  an  all-expense  study  grant  to  students 
who  show  exceptional  promise  or  usefulness  to  their  home  countries.  This 
expenditure  of  dollars  is  a  sacrifice  to  foreign  governments  as  it  is  to  the 
families  of  students  from  abroad,  but  many  nations  consider  it  worth-while 
to  set  aside  considerable  sums  of  money  for  this  purpose,  as  an  investment  in 
the  future.  India,  France,  Egypt,  and  Iraq  are  among  these  countries. 

COLLEGES  AND  OTHER  PRIVATE  SOURCES 

American  colleges  and  universities  have  responded  generously  to  the  need  for 
financial  aid  for  foreign  students.  Not  only  do  most  colleges  make  scholar¬ 
ship  funds  available  for  foreign  students,  but  various  college  groups  such  as 
fraternities,  sororities,  and  International  Houses  also  do  their  part  to  help 
foreign  students  by  offering  free  room  and  board. 

Numerous  private  agencies  in  the  United  States  and  abroad  help  finance  stu¬ 
dents  by  giving  scholarship  grants.  In  the  United  States  such  groups  as  Rotary 
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Clubs,  Women’s  Clubs,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  foundations,  and  professional 
organizations  award  scholarships.  The  number  of  students  who  reported  receiv¬ 
ing  aid  from  private  agencies  here  and  abroad  is  2,193. 


COMBINATIONS  OF  SCHOLARSHIP  AID 

The  combining  of  various  types  of  scholarship  aid  is  very  common.  The  total 
number  of  students  receiving  more  than  one  type  of  financial  support  this 
year  is  4,954.  During  the  thirty-two  years  since  its  establishment  the  Institute 
of  International  Education  has  encouraged  a  constant  increase  in  the  interna¬ 
tional  exchange  of  students  by  pulling  together  two  or  more  types  of  financial 
assistance.  For  example,  a  single  student  under  HE,  may  receive  tuition  from 
a  college,  a  travel  grant  from  the  United  States  Government,  and  maintenance 
from  a  fraternity.
